grow  and  sell.  Medium  sizes  are  near  one  inch  diameter,  a  little  larger  or  smaller 
than  one  inch,  and  small  bulbs,  the  No.  5-6  sizes  are  bulbs  smaller  than  three  fourths 
inch  diameter,  most  of  these  give  spikes  good  enough  for  home  decoration,  and  often 
flower  about  two  weeks  later  than  larger  bulbs.  Large  and  Medium  bulbs  of  the 
best  varieties  as  a  rule  give  good  enough  spikes  for  florists’  use  and  for  general  cut 
flower  sales.  By  planting  all  sizes  you  have  a  long  period  of  bloom,  in  the  latitude 
of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  beginning  about  July  15  up  to  October  1.  Small  and  medium  sizes 
grow  into  nice  large  or  medium  size  bulbs  in  one  growing  season,  you  can  plant, — 
say  medium  bulbs,  harvest  fine  bloom  and  dig,  practically  all  large  bulbs,  with  many 
bulblets  or  cormels  attached.  We  supply  a  free  mimeographed  sheet  of  general  in¬ 
structions,  for  all  who  so  request,  for  the  planting  and  handling  of  bulbs.  Sizes  are 
indicated  thus:  “L”  for  large  size,  “M”  for  medium  size  and  “S”  for  small  size  bulbs.
